Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b). by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section

Claims 24-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Aziz 
[2003/0154279 A1]. 

2. As per claim 44, Aziz discloses An apparatus, comprising: 

a memory having program code stored therein [Aziz, programming language, 
0122]; and 

a processor disposed in communication with the memory for carrying out 
instructions in accordance with the stored program code [Aizz, CPUs, 0083]; 

wherein the program code, when executed by the processor, causes the 
processor to perform: 

monitoring an interaction network [Aziz, interacting with IDCs, 0094; monitoring 
of IDCs. 0095]; 

selecting data [Aziz, customers select reports, 01 13], wherein selection takes into 
account the monitoring; and 
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sending the selected data over a multicast network [Aziz, multicast, 0204,Table 
8B, page 15]. 

3. As per claim 45, Aziz discloses the multicast network is unidirectional as inherent 
feature of multicast. 

4. As per claim 46, Aziz discloses the interaction network is bidirectional [Aziz, 
interacting with I DCs, 0094]. 

5. As per claim 47, Aziz discloses a predetermined number of requests for a page 
are recognized, and wherein selecting the data comprises selecting a promotional file 
[Aziz, customers select reports, 0113]. 

6. As per claim 48, Aziz discloses selecting the data takes into account number of 
requests for the data [Aziz, customer account, 0095]. 

7. As per claim 49, Aziz discloses selecting the data takes into account number of 
requests for the data that originate from a broadcast cell [Aziz, customer account, 
0095]. 

8. As per claim 50, Aziz discloses selecting the data comprises prediction based on 
normal subsequent data choice [Aziz, option value, 0186; optional attributes. 0271]. 
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9. As per claim 51 , Aziz discloses selecting the data takes into account chance of 
link from requested data being followed [Aziz, customer account, 0095]. 

1 0. As per claim 52, Aziz discloses sponsored data is treated as preferable (i.e.: 
option, menu provides the selections)[Aziz, option value, 0186; optional attributes, 
0271]. 

11. As per claim 53, Aziz discloses the monitoring comprises employment of a 
network management agent [Aziz, management server, 0085; management functions, 
0094]. 

1 2. As per claim 54, Aziz discloses the monitoring comprises employment of a proxy 
[Aziz, proxy, 0123]. 

1 3. Claims 24,35,55,64 and 65 contain the identical limitations set forth in claim 44. 
Therefore claims 24,35,55,64-65 are rejected for the same rationale set forth in claim 
44. 

14. Claims 25-34; 36-43;56-63 contain the identical limitations set forth in claims 45- 
54. Therefore claims 25-34; 36-43;56-63 are rejected for the same rationale set forth in 
claims 45-54.
